25X1 X i B Bomb release practices were performed over the KUMiuERSDQRE' 

(N 55/2 80) bomb range from 7 a,m„ to 12s30 p„m, and from 
2*30 p,m« to 7*25 p<>m<, on 24 June 1949® Eighteen squadrons 
of twin-engine aircraft, each squadron consisting of 9 planes » 
flew over this area at altitudes of from 10*. 000 to 13,000 feet® 
Upon a smoke signal of the leading airplane, the other aircraft 
dropped their bombs simultaneously (saturation bombing ) Q 
Each squadron was followed by a biplane flying at low level 
over the bombed area. The aircraft had come from the direction 
of JUETDRBOGr (K 52/E 69 ) and proceeded in the same direction 
after releasing their bombs.

The existence of the KUMHERSDORI? air force training field is 
known from previous reports. The field has so far been 
utilized by fighters conducting firing practices and by 
bombers of the III Bar Corps for bomb release practices. 
Mostly individual aircraft have practiced there. This is 
the first information on bomb release practices by aircraft 
flying in formation. Apparently an optical signal indicates 
the moment when all aircraft have to release their bombs 
simultaneously. 
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
